After two months of patient 
training and daily auditioas, the 
first “animal orchestra” ever put 
on to sramophone has beea 
accomplisbed. 

Mr. Jack Hylton, the popular 
coro poser and conductor, is the 

organiser of the “orchestra,” 
which is represented Ly a dozen 
hirds aod animals, sack of which 
has ita special part in the con- 
certo. 

A kind of symphony entitled 
“ Sfarning’”’ is the result, beginning 
witn the crow of the farmyard 
roosterand ending with the tinkle 
nf the sheep bell as the flocks sre 
d iven off to the hills and fields. 

“The work entailed hours of 
waitiog in fron: of the recording 
instrument,” Mr. Hylton said. 
“waiting for each anirnal -or bird 
to give ite contihution. The 
rooster begins if, and as a musical 
‘ackground ove hears faintly in 
the digiantn toe staging of an 
early blackbird. For this opening 
I bad to wait two days, until I 
could get both tha cock” and the 
caged blackoird to make their 
vocal efforts at the same time. 

“Theo, interwoven to a certain 
rhythm, you hear all the other 
musica! sounds of the dawn and 
the growing moroing. Few peopl- 
realisp what musicthere is in the 
morning sounds of the country. 
One cenblend them wonderfully 

“Te sounds ludicrous to inelude 
the lowing of s cow in the 
concerto, but blended with certain 
higher notes of birds and animals 
the lowing is heard as a good 
bass, and makes unexpected 
barrnony.”

The number of orchaperoned 
Kirls who go to dances in London 
has shocked Mrs. Mins C. Van 
Winkle, an American police com- 
roissioner ncw visiting England 


She says that in America 
waren police arrest young girls 
who sppear.at a public dance 
without a chaperone. 


A Deily CAranicl’ tepresenta- 
tive discussed Mrs. Van Winkle’s 
accusations with the manazer of 
a large public dancing hall in 
London. 

‘Why shouldn't agirl go to a 
dance unchaperoned ?* he asked. 
“She may go to a threatre ortoa 
picture-bouse alone. The fact 
that women do go alone to amuse- 
ments in Loncon shows that they 
have confidence that"places of 
entertsinment are prop-rly con- 
ducted and that they will not be 
aanoyed. 

* This applies es much todanc 
ing balls as to any other Place of 
amusement. The supervision we 
exercise hore is strict, and any 
girl coming here alone may enjoy 
herself without being snnoyed, 
Anyone guilty of indecnrous be- 
havicur would be immediately 
Tequested to leave, but such a 
thing never happens. It simply 
isn’t done.” ‘ 

An English bus'ness man who 
lived forsotne years in Amprica . 
said: "Mrs. Van Winkle should : 
make it clear wh ther she is 
speaking of the Middle West or of 
New York. To compare London 
to a ttl American village would 
be abeurd. Compare it with New 
York and the coimparigon is in 
favour of London. 

“T have s*en girls of 13 and 14 
leaving public dances in New 
York unchaperoned at 3 o'clock 
in the morning.”

THE OPEN AIR TREATMEST. | 

During the twenty years of his. 
superintendence, the Royal 
Zoological Society has devoloped 
the famous collection in many 
ways. One of the most important 
changes was the system of keep- 


| ing animals in the open, and doing 


away with the hot tropical houses 
as much‘as passible; so that they 
had plenty of fresh wir and exar- 
cise. In fact, the Zoological 
Gardens wers the first to start 
this open air treatment for 
animals, although the credit bas 
been usualy accorded to Herr 
Hagenbeek, who introduced it 
later to Hamburg. 

The beautiful Mappin Terraces 
have also been constructed in 
Mr. Pococs’s time, anc he has re- 
rogined to see the fulfilment of 
his ambition-in the provision of 
an aquarium which, when i: is 
opened in the course of next year, 
willbe the largest aquarium for 
marine and fresh water animals 
inthe world. Itis now in course 
of construction beneath. the 
Mappin Terraces. .
